W orth, speaking to the H am ­ 
lin Lions Club a t their noon 
luncheon Tuesday. 
Rev. French, who is holding 
a revival at the First M etho­ 
dist Church here, was intro­ 
duced by Rev. Edmund Robb, 
pastor. He sited the 
five-fold 
increase in our national bank 
deposit* from 1929 to 1959 and 
the increase in our national 
d eft from $16 billion in 1929 
to $290 billion in 1961 w ith this 
year’s interest $9.1 billion. 
Rev. 
French compared the 
ancient Egyptian Kings, who 
used 
to slave labor to build 
pyramids, and King Solomon, 
who 
built 
his 
Temple 
with 


slave labor, w ith the modern 
trend of loose economic think­ 
ing that believes there is no 
problem th at can’t be solved 
by the government. 
Rev. 
French 
claimed that 
“you can’t get som ething for 
nothing” and it would be more 
honest to call out the people 
to work four m onths of the 
year than to disguise it in the 
form of taxes. He gave the 
Kings of old the credit for at 
least being honest in enslaving 
their people. 
The government 
has three 
sources of 
income, 
he said, 
Taxes; Borrowing, or inflation, 
(thinly disguised taxes or le­ 
gal 
stealing) He term ed the 
power 
to 
tax-the 
power 
to 
destroy. 
He accused the modern li­ 
b erals of losing faith in christ­ 
ianity 
and

government for God.
